INVESTIGATION 


a. Interviews 


In his statement to COPA' on August 29, 2018, ^^^^^^^|alleged that the accused 
officers used excessive force to physically beat Mr. ^^^Bexplained that 

he and Mr. ^^^^|were walking down the street talking and he looked around and Mr. 
^^^^|was no longer walking with him. He saw that Mr. ^^^^|was across the street 
engaged in an argument with Officer saw the officer take down Mr. ^^^^|and 

the two began to wrestle. He said he ran across the street because he saw Officer ^^^|run 
over to the pair and grab Mr. ^^^^^|arm from around Officer ^^^^^|neck. Mr. 
then hit Officer the head and knocked him unconscious. Mr. ^^^^stated that he had 

no idea when the officers appeared on the street or that Officer ^^^^|and Mr. ^^^^|were 
engaged in an altercation. He said he did not communicate with either of the accused officers. He 
explained that Officer ^^^|used excessive force when he grabbed Mr. ^^^^^|arm. Mr. 
^^^|stated that he was charged with aggravated battery to a police officer and was awaiting 
trial for this offense. 


Mr. ^^^Bwas not available to give a state ment. CO P A learned, from a Chicago Police 
Department Original Case Incident Report^, that Mr. murdered on May 8, 2018. 

The accused officers were not required to give statements to COPA because the digital 
evidence of the altercation refuted Mr. ^^^^^|allegation of excessive force. 


b. Digital Evidence 

Body Worn Camera footage^ showed Mr. ^^^Bstating that the accused officers 
claimed to be an off-duty Chicago police officers and that he thought they were impersonating 
police officers. BWC footage showed Mr. ^^^^^t^ing to police and being placed in the back 
of a police vehicle. There is no footage of Mr. ^^^^|alleging excessive force by the accused 
officers.

video captures Officer ^^^^Btake down Mr. ^^^^|and then shows them on the ground 
wrestling. It shows Officer ^^^|run over to Officer ^^^^Band Mr. ^^^^Band then 
reach in toward the two men. As soon as Officer ^^^|reaches in, Mr. ^^^^|hits Officer 
lin the head and knocks him unconscious.

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The required Chicago Police Department Arrest Reports^, Original Case Incident ReporC, Case 
Supplementary Reports^, Officer Battery Reports*, and Tactical Response Reports,^ were 
completed for the incident. The arrest reports state that ^^^^^^^|and 
approached the accused to sell illegal drugs and when the accused o fficers ide ntified t hemselve s 
as Chicago Police officers, an argument ensued. This led to Officer^^^^|and Mr. 
engaging in a physical altercation, which further led to Officer ^^^|being knocked 
unconscious by Mr. 


VL ANALYSIS 

COPA recommends a finding of NOT SUSTAINED for allegation #1 against 
Officer ^^^^^Hand allegation #1 against Officer 

It is clear from the cellular telephone footage that the accused officers did not use 
excessive force in their contact with Mr. ^^^^Bcredibility is also in 

question because he made contradictory statements to the Chicago Police and COPA, regarding 
his interaction with the accused officers. Therefore, the allegation of excessive force cannot be 
sustained.
